Aug. 
24 the Date of the Disaster—A 


Few Days Afterward Came the De- 
feat of the Invaders at North Point, 
Near Baltimore.

The UOth anniversary of the capture 


of Washington by the British full on 
Wednesday, Aug. 24. In that month, 
and the year • 1814, a British force 
landed at Benedict. Md., and, march- 
Ing through the villages of Notting- 
ham and Marlboro, advanced to Iliad* 
ensburg, six miles northeast of Wash- 
ington, and there defeated an \Amerl- 
can army. 


On the night following tho bottle 


the invaders camped on a common, 
part of which Is now tho cast plaza 
of the capltol. 
They wero reckless 


•with the torch. Tho sky was red with 
flames from the capltol, White House, 
treasury, war office and private build- 
ings flrod by tho English, and from 
the navy yard, warships moored or 
building thene, and bridges over the 
Potomac and Eastern Branch, which 
had been flred by the Americans. 


The capture of Washington by tho 


British is a long atory, but it may be 
briefly told. The British threatened 
Washington for a year and a half be- 
fore1 making a direct effort to capture 
the city. Despite this long warning 
the American authorities 
made no 


preparation for defense. 


The British maintained a fleet of 


•warships In Chesapeake bay and had 


" made forays on Havre-de-prace, Fred- 
crlcktown, .• Frenchtown 
and 
other 


places in Maryland and on^Hampton, 
' President Madison and'his cabinet 


thought tho British' would not attack 
the.capital., In Washington there was 
not1 a piece'of artillery, n regular sol- 
dier or a properly armed company of. 
militia. There was not a redoubt on 
any approach' to' the1 city.

miles down tho Potomac was Fort 
Washington, tUon called Fort Warour-
